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1. A composition for improving substrat^characteristics, the composition 
comprising: 

0 from about 0.1 to about 20.(w£ by weight of at least one substrate enhancing 
agent selected from the group>consisting of a polyhydric alcohol, a polyether, a 
monohydric alcohol and a mixture thereof; and 
) greater than about 5.0% by weight water 
wherein the polyhydric alcohols at least a Q polyhydric alcohol, the polyether 
comprises at least one alkytene chain of at least 4 carbons and the monohydric alcohol 
is at least a C 5 monohydric alcohol. 

2. The composition according to daim 1 wherein the substrate is a curtain, table 
doth, upholstery, sheet or dothing. 

3. The composition according to daim 1 wherein the characteristics indude 
wrinkles, shape distortion or both. 

4. The composition according to daim 1 wherein the polyhydric alcohol is a G» to 
Cis alkane diol; the polyether is a/polyalkylene glycol having a weight average molecular 

from about 500 to about £0,000; the monohydric alcohol is tallow alcohol. 
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5. The composition according to daim 1 wherein the composition further comprises 
a surfactant. 

6. The composition according to claim 5 wherein the composition further comprises 
a silicon comprising compound, a substituted vegetable oil, a fatty acid ester, a 
quaternary ammonium compound or mixtures thereof. 
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5 7. The composition according to daim 1 vynerein the substrate enhancing agent is 
tallow alcohol. 

^8. A method for reducing wrinkles, snape distortion or both from a substrate 
comprising the steps of: 
10 (a) contacting the substrate wjlh a composition comprising: 

CO/ from about 0.1 to about 20.0% by weight of a least one substrate 
^enhancing agent seledp from the group consisting of a polyhydric alcohol, a 
polyether, a monohydnc alcohol and a mixture thereof; and

14. The method according to daim 8 further comprising the step of hanging the 
substrate up or pladng the substrate on a flat surface after contacting the substrate

An artide of manufacture composing: 

(a) dispenser; and 

(b) a composition for improving characteristics of a substrate comprising: 

i) from about 0.1 to about 20.0% by weight of at least one substrate 
enhandng agent selected from the group consisting of a polyhydric 
"alcohol, a polyetner, a monohydric alcohol and a mixture thereof; and 

ii) greater than about 5.0% by weight water 
Fherein the polyhydric alcohol is at least a C» polyhydric alcohol, the polyether 

comprises at least one alfcylene chain of at least 4 carbons and the monohydric alcohol 
is at least a Cs monohydric alcohol. 

17. The artide of manufacture according to-daim 16 wherein the dispenser is a spray 
bottle.
